REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
arguments filed 5/23/2008 are persuasive wherein the prior art of record does not 
disclose the a valve body having an inner perimetric wall forming an inner cavity, the 
inner perimetric wall passing through a central through cavity of an auxiliary element 
that is associated with the valve body and made in the form of an independent body 
wherein the auxiliary element has a surface having predetermined visual 
representations and a positioning means being configured to permit a relative rotation of 
a selector with respect to the valve body in only one direction in combination with the 
limitations recited in claim 61. 

PRIOR ART 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Pecis (3,238,968) discloses a handle having a window (38) that 
allows for a visual inspection of a colorized indicating means (28).
